New postage rates effective January. 8 


A néw. year often. brings 
changes, and: customers of the 
U‘S. Postal Service will experi- 
ence several changes in only the 
second week of 2006. 

An. approximate ,5.4° percent 
across-the-board increase in 
most postal rates will take effect 
Sunday, Jan. 8. 

The rate increase - the first 
since 2002 - reportedly is need- 


ed to fulfill the requirement of a’ 


federal law passed in 2003. The 
law requires the Postal Service 
to establish a $3.1, billion 
escrow account, with use of the 
funds to be determined by 
Congress. at a later date. 

According to the postal sery- 
ice, it would not have been nec- 
essary to raise the rates in'2006 
without this federal mandate. 

Among the rate adjustments, 
the single-piece rate for First- 
Class Mail will increase from 37 
cents to 39 cents, and the post- 
card, rate will increase by one 
cent to 24 cents. 

“These increases will. allow 
the Postal Service to méet ‘the 
obligation established _ by 
Congress to place funds in 
escrow in 2006,” said Jim 
Miller, chairman of the Postal 
Service’s Board of Governors.

Ideas on growing ground covers 


Stan Windham 
County Extension Coordinator 


Here in Coffee County 
ground cover is the name gar- 
deners have given to plants 
which are low growing and 
which may cover a large area, 
usually giving a carpeted effect. 
Grass is the most widely used 
ground cover, but grass will not 
be included in this. Other 
ground covers give variety to a 
gardén or yard and are extreme- 
ly useful for covering bare areas 
where grass will not grow, They 
are excellent'for preventing soil 
erosion and are. especially 
adapted to areas of high rainfall 
and humidity. 

Many kinds of annuals or 
perennials may serve as ground 
covers. They may be as short as 
grass or as tall as shrubs up to 3 
feet high or more. 

Landscape Uses: Ground cov- 
ers are edging for pathways help 
regulate foot traffic in the yard 
or garden. They also tie unrelat- 


ed shrubs and flowerbeds to the 
landscape. Many can be used for 
accent. areas under threes and 
around patios. For banks, where 
mowing is difficult, ground cov- 
ers may be your answer. A gar- 
dener tying to create an interest- 
ing landscape design will find 
the use of ground covers 
rewarding. 

Planting: To prepare the soil, 
simply till up the entire area you 
expect to cover and work in 2 
inches of peat moss or shredded 
pine bark. Apply fertilizer 
according to. soil test recom- 
mendations and work it in well. 

Water the area thoroughly 
after planting. Ground covers 
usually maintain themselves 
with a minimum. of care once 
they become _ established. 
Available Plants: A wide variety 
of plants is suitable for ground 
covers. Select those that fit your 
site and will grow well in your 
environment, 

Here is a partial list of several 
excellent choices. 

Bugle week (Ajuga reptans) is a 


creeping perennial that bears 
blur or purple flowers. It grown 
well in part sun or shade and 
will be 4 to 8 inches high. 

Creeping Lilyturf (Liriope spi- 
cata) and Dwarf Lilytorf 
(Ophiopogon. japonicus) are 
grass-like, evergreen perennials. 
They grow up to 10-12 inches 
high and like full sun to full 


shade. 

Shore Juniper (Juniperus. con- 
ferta) is an evergreen that grows 
to | foot high and grows well in 
full sun, 

St. Johnswort (Hypericum 
calycinum) is a semievergreen 
that turns red in fall and has yel 


low flowers in the summer. It. 


grows well in part shade and 
reaches a height of 9-12 inches. 
Strawberry Geranium 
(Saxifraga. sarmentosa) is a 
perennial. that grows up to. 15 
inches high: in part shade. 
Winhtercreeper (Euonymus tor: 
tunet) is a clinging evergreen 
vine that grows flat in sun to 
part shade, 


High blood cholesterol is a heart attack 
waiting to happen 


Each year more than a’ million 
Americans have heart attacks, 
and about a half million people 
die ‘from heart disease. 


How does cholesterol fit into;, 


this picture? 

Blood ‘cholesterol levels have 
a lot to-do with your chances of 
getting heart disease. When 
there is too much cholesterol in 
your blood, it builds up ‘in: the: 
walls of arteries and over time, 
this buildup causes hardening of 
the arteries (atherosclerosis). 


Arteries become narrowed and ° 


blood flow to the heart is slowed 
down or blocked. Blood carries 
oxygen. to the heart and if 
enough blood and oxygen can- 
mot reach the heart, a person 
may suffer chest ‘pain. If the 


- blood supply to a portion of the 


heart is completely cut off by a 


blockage, the result is a heart’ 


attack; If “an artery supplying 
blood to. the brain becomes 
blocked, a stroke can occur. 
High blood cholesterol does 
not have visible symptoms so 
many people are unaware. that 
their. cholesterol] level is too 


high. It is important to know - 


what your cholesterol numbers 
‘are because lowering choles- 
terol levels that are too. high 
lessens the risks for developing 
heart disease and reduces the 
chance of having a heart attack 
or stroke or dying of heart dis- 
ease, even if you already have it. 

Everyone age 20 and older 
should have their cholesterol 
checked at least once every five 
years. Men aged 35 and older 
and women’ aged 45 and older 
should have levels checked 
more frequently, depending on 
what their cholesterol levels are 
and on what other risk factors 
for heart disease they have. 

A blood test called a lipopro- 
tein profile will tell your choles- 
terol numbers: The test is done 
after a 9-'to 12-hour fast and 
gives you information about 
your total cholesterol, LDL (bad 


y cholesterol), HDL (good choles- 


terol) and triglycerides, LDL is 
the main source of cholesterol 
buildup and blockage in the 
arteries, HDL helps keep cho- 
lesterol from building up in the 
arteries. Triglycerides are anoth- 


er form of fat in the body. Most 
of the cholestero] in your body 


-is made by your liver from satu- 


rated fat in your diet. Some cho- 


lesterol also comes from foods” 


such as eggs, méats and’ dairy 
products. 

A desirable blood cholesterol 
level for total cholesterol is less 
than 200 mg/dL. Levels ranging 
from 200 to 239 are considered 
borderline high and anything 
above 240 is high. The ‘optimal 
LDL cholesterol level is: less 
than 100 mg/dL. Levels at 130 
to 159. are borderline high and 
anything above 160 is high. 

HDL cholesterol levels of 60 
mg/dL or. more are best and 
helps reduce your risks of heart 
disease, Levels: less’ than /40 
mg/dL. is considered a major 
risk factor for heart disease and 
stroke, 

‘Triglycerides. can also raise 
heart disease risks. Optimal lev- 
éls are below 150, Levels at 150 
md/dL to 199 are borderline 
high and 200 or above is high. 

What affects cholesterol’ ley- 
els, and: what can ‘you, do’ to 
lower them? A variety of things 


can affect cholesterol including. 


diet, weight, physical. activity, 


smoking and high blood pres- : 


sure. 

Reducing the amount of satu- 
rated fat and cholesterol in your 
diet will help lower your blood 
cholesterol levels, says .Dr. 
Barbara Struempler, a nutrition- 
ist. with © the Alabama 
Cooperative Extension System. 

“Foods low in saturated fat 
include fat free or 1 percent 
dairy products, lean meats, fish, 
skinless poultry, whole grain 
foods and fruits and vegetables, 
Struempler says. “Look for soft 
margarines (liquid or tub vari- 
eties) that are’ low in saturated 
fat and contain little or no trans 
fat (another type of fat that can 
raise your cholesterol levels). 
Limit foods high in cholesterol 
such as liver and other organ 
meats, egg yolks and full-fat 
dairy products. Good sources of 
soluble fiber include oats, fruits 
and vegetables, such as Brussel 
sprouts and carrots, and dried 
peas and beans. “* Being over- 
weight is not only a nsk factor

Meeting held earlier this week in Elba 
Officials continue to look at flood control

Continuing efforts to improve 
flood contro] in Elba got anoth- 
er boost Monday afternoon. 

,Mayor James Grimes left a 
meeting held in Elba with 
visions of extensive work in the 
old Beaver Dam Creek bed 
adding to flood control in down- 
town Elba: This project could 
also remove several abandoned 
houses, add walking and/or bik- 
ing. trails, picnic tables, green 


.. §pace recreation areas, etc. It 


will be designed to finally beat 
the continuing battle with mos- 
quitoés which hatch ‘in the 
standing pools of water in the 
area. Designers hope to preserve 
some areas to’ display natural 
wetlands: flora. The holding 
ponds will ‘be designed to 
remain dry and drained unless 
there is a heavy rain. One excep- 
tion under consideration is 
allowing the upper pond to per- 
manently hold enough water to 
beautify the area. 

Once: completed the: holding 
ponds scan be filled and the 
storm. water released to the 
Putnam Street pumps and 
exported to the river. 

An alternate under considera- 


tion is installing a second pump- 
ing station on the West end of 
the project allowing excess 
water to.be pumped directly into 
Beaver Dam Creek, thus reliey- 
ing pressure on the Putnam 
Street pumps. 


Monday night the Elba City. 


Council quickly endorsed the 


proposal as “needed”. 
Marlon Cook, the new 
Division Director of the 


ADECA’s Office of Water 
Resources, presented the plan to 
a group assembled by Barbara 
Gibson, Director of Choc Pea 
Yellow River Watershed 
Authority.

for Pond #1 filling first, then 
porting water to Pond #2. Once 
#2 is filled, the water would be 
ported to Pond #3 and from 
there to the pumps at the levee 
near Putnam Street. Elba is 
already requiring holding ponds 
be installed with all new. con- 
struction projects, 

Leslie Durham, Chief, Flood 
Plain Control with the. Water 
Resources office, was present at 
the meeting and agreed to do 
some preliminary design work 
on the project, nail down fund- 
ing ‘sources, etc. The City of 
Elba will then contact the U. S. 
Corp. of Engineers about doing 
the actual designing and over- 
seeing of the project. 

Alabama Senator Jimmy 
Holley and Representative Terry 
Spicer were in attendance at the 
meeting and pledged their sup- 
port. 

Coffee County Emergency

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WRECK INJURES THREE...Local emergency personnel responded Saturday evening, Jan. 7, to the 
scene of a one-vehicle wreck on Lower Curtis Road in Elba. Dispatchers with the Elba Police 
Department received report of the accident at approximately 6:30 p.m.

Williams 
and her son, Jordan Williams, age 12, were fully ejected from the vehicle during the course of the acci- 
dent. Both were treated on scene by Coffee County EMS personnel and transferred to Elba General 
Hospital. A short time later, the mother’and:son were each transported. to Flowers Hospital in Dothan 
where they continue to receive treatment. Williams’ daughter and the third occupant of the vehicle, 
Brinley Williams, age 10; was not ejected from the vehicle. She was transported by private vehicle to 
Elba General Hospital for treatment of injuries sustained. None of the occupants reportedly were wear- 
ing a seat belt. The accident was investigated by officers with the Elba Police Department. Also 
reapendg to the scene was the Elba Fire Department.
